45. (new): A computer system for providing access to a collection of electronic business 
cards, comprising computer instructions for : 

providing an electronic business card file Web site to a user, wherein the Web site 
includes an electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to access the electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to view said electronic business card file of the user; and 

allowing the modification of temporary location information by the user in a plurality of 
fields and storing said temporary location information. 

46. (new): The method as claimed in claim 45, wherein the temporary location 
information includes a pre-defined set of contact locations. 

47. (new): The method as claimed in claim 46, wherein the contact locations are 
identified by at least one of an address, a phone number, a facsimile number, and an electronic 
mail address.

53 (new): A computer readable storage medium, comprising computer instructions for: 
providing an electronic business card file Web site to a user, wherein the Web site 

includes an electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to access the electronic business card file of the user; 

allowing the user to view said electronic business card file of the user; and 

allowing the modification of temporary location information by the user in a plurality of 

fields and storing said temporary location information.

allowing the modification of temporary location information by the user in a plurality of 
fields and storing said temporary location information.
